County At 
t.irney Frank P. O'Donnell and Deputy 
Clerk Arthur F. Wood went to Frankfort 
Thursday to secure if possible a reduction 
in the increase placed on the Mason 
county assessment by the State Board of 
Equalization. 

It will be remembered that the County 
Board, at the conclusion of it. work of 
"equalizing," and much against the judg- 
ment of some of the members, spat on its 
hands and at one fell swoop made a hori- 
zontal reduction of 50 per cent, on all 
kind, of value*. 

But the wool couldn't be pulled over 
the e>es of the State Board in that 
fail, ou; 

Aud so when the horizontalized asiess 
meLi got to Frankfort the State Board 
folks i In't Dewey a thing to it— no more 
than Ui« Admiral did to the other Mon- 
keyjo at Manila! 

They lit a fre.h cigar, reared back on 
their pasterns and whacked a perpendicu 
lar increase of 35 per cent, on lands and 
personalty and 30 per cent, on town lots! 

This made a net increase over the 
original assessment of 8 aud 4 per cent, 
respectively. 

Now, under the persuasive powers of 
the above-named county official., comes 
the State Board and gives a slight con 
cession, reducing the increase to 34 per- 
cent, on lands and 29 percent, on town 
lot.— a net incrcaae over the original a.-
